Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Mortality  of  your  District  for  the  year  1965. 

POPULATION 


The  estimated  population  (as  supplied  by  the  County  Council)  of  the  District 
is  10,810  as  compared  with  10,800  for  last  year. 

AREA 


The  District  extends  over  an  area  of  7,855  acres,  and  is  situated  on  the 
borders  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  at  a  height  ranging  from  about  440  1°  1,550  feet 
above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp  but  bracing. 

The  chief  industries  include  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and  woollen  goods  and 
synthetic  fibres,  leather  tanning,  iron  turning  and  founding,  oil  and  fat  refining, 
dyeing  and  finishing,  making  of  bread  and  confectionary,  glue  manufacture  and  fibre 
glass  products. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  in  1965  was  165,  75  males  and  90  females, 
which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  15.1  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  births  was  213,  106  males  and  107  females,  which  is  equivalent 
to  a  birth  rate  of  19.1. 

There  were  2  still-births,  2  males,  giving  a  rate  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still) 
births  of  9*5» 

The  births  exceeded  the  deaths  by  35,  and  the  birth  rate  exceeded  the  death 
rate  by  4*3*  The  mean  birth  rate  for  the  past  five  years  was  3*79  above  the  mean 
death  rate. 

For  1964  the  birth  rate  was  18. 5  and  the  death  rate  14.2  and  the  averages  for 
the  past  five  years  were:-  Birth  rate  18.02  and  death  rate  14.31* 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  is  0.6  above  the 
previous  year  and  1.08  above  the  average  for  the  past  five  years,  and  the  death 
rate  0.9  above  the  previous  year  and  0.79  above  the  average.

INFANT  DEATHS 


There  have  been  5  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  4  males  and  1  female,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  rate  of  25  per  1,000  live  births,  and  5  deaths  and  a  rate  of  25 

for  1964. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  7*6  below  the  previous 
year  and  5»04  below  the  average. 

There  have  been  3  deaths  under  4  weeks  of  age  -  2  males  and  1  female,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  15.0  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with  3  deaths 
and  a  rate  of  15.0  for  1964.

One  point  again  worthy  of  comment  is  the  fact  that  1965  was  the  nineteenth 
year  in  succession  in  which  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified.  Such  a  long 
spell  without  the  occurrence  of  a  case  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  value  of 
Diphtheria  immunisation.  In  order  to  maintain  this  record,  it  is  essential  that 
parents  should  continue  to  have  their  children  immunised.  It  is  also  again 
pleasing  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  1964*  for 
the  eighth  year  in  succession.

4  cases  occurred,  all  of  which  were  treated  at  home.  There  were  no  deaths. 
TUBERCULOSIS 


There  was  1  death  from  respiratory  Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

There  were  5  new  additions  to  the  register,  (  1  new  case  and  4  "transfers" 
from  other  Districts).  The  occupations  of  the  new  additions  were  -  Painter  and 
Decorator  1,  Housewives  3>  and  one  unknown. 
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The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1952  no  longer  require  a  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  keep  a  register  of  Tuberculosis  notifications,  but  the  Ministry 
of  Health  urges  that  registers  should  continue  to  be  kept.  A  register  is  therefore 
maintained  of  all  cases  notified  and  statements  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  all  admissions  to  and  removals  from  the  register. 

The  number  of  Tuberculosis  persons  in  the  district  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
was  68,  56  respiratory  and  12  non-respiratory .  5  cases  were  added  to  the  register, 

all  being  respiratory,  4  respiratory  cases  and  1  non-respiratory  case  were  removed 
from  the  register,  leaving  a  total  of  68  cases,  56  respiratory  and  12  non-respiratory 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  5  cases  removed  from  the  register,  two  recovered, 
one  was  transferred,  one  died  from  respiratory  tuberculosis,  and  one  died  from  other 
causes . 

The  body  of  the  report  contains  details  of  the  work  of  the  department  during 
the  year  and  the  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  sets  out  details 
of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  good  work  throughout 
the  year.

SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 

for  the  year  1965 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
Littleborough  Urban  District  Council. 


Sir, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  second  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1965,  in 
accordance  with  Article  25  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  1959*  Comment 
is  made  on  several  aspects  of  the  work  but  other  details,  statistics  etc.,  have 
been  included  in  your  report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a  copy  of 
which  is  attached  to  this  report. 

A  summary  sheet  is  also  attached  showing  details  of  the  visits  and  inspections 
made  during  the  year. 

HOUSING 


No  new  houses  were  built  primarily  to  rehouse  tenants  of  existing  unfit 
houses,  but  the  building  of  32  Old  People’s  Dwellings  and  one  two  bedroom  Warden's 
flat  at  Ealees  was  completed. 

During  the  year  the  Council  accepted  the  tenders  for  the  erection  of  12  two 
bedroom  flats  and  14  one  bedroom  flats  also  at  Ealees. 

The  Council  have  also  sought  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  and  the  Lancashire  County  Planning  Authority  for  the  erection  of  80 
dwellings,  (36  two  bedroom  bungalows,  22  two  bedroom  houses,  16  three  bedroom 
houses,  4  four  bedroom  houses,  and  2  two  bedroom  flats  plus  two  shops). 

Clearance  Areas  at  Durn  Lea  and  Orron  Street  involving  15  dwellings  were 
accepted  by  the  Council  and  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  for  confirmation.  Clearance  Area  procedure  is  progressing  in 
further  areas. 

Informal  discussions  with  the  owners  concerned  resulted  in  the  demolition  of 
22  dwelling  houses  (back  to  back  types). 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  TRADE  WASTE  DISPOSAL 


The  Council  scheme  for  renewal  of  defective  dustbins  continues  to  function 
satisfactorily  and  the  number  renewed  or  supplied  was  316. 

During  the  year  sixty  five  (65)  bins  were  supplied  to  new  houses  built  in 
the  district. 

The  collection  of  domestic  refuse  was  being  carried  out  in  an  unsatisfactory 
manner  during  the  first  part  of  the  year;  a  weekly  collection  service  was  not 
being  provided  and  complaints  were  not  unusual. 

With  the  Health  Committee's  permission  I  discussed  a  collection  scheme  with 
Union  representatives  and  subsequently  a  scheme  was  put  into  operation.  A  weekly 
collection  service  is  now  being  operated  and  the  collection  staff  appreciate 
finishing  work  earlier  after  completing  a  set  "stint". 

The  collection  of  waste  paper,  etc.,  from  shops  continues  at  a  rate  of 
25/-  per  premises,  per  annum.  For  the  amount  of  time  involved  in  collection, 
quantity  collected,  and  the  cost  of  disposal,  the  standard  charge  of  twenty  five 
shillings  is  exceedingly  good  value  for  money  to  the  shopkeepers  conoerned. 
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In  previous  years  industrialists  and  trade  waste  producers  in  Littleborough 
were  able  to  take  waste  material  to  the  Cleansing  Department  at  Rochdale,  but  as 
Rochdale  could  no  longer  accept  material  from  outside  their  district  certain 
provision  had  to  be  made  for  the  acceptance  of  trade  waste  on  the  Council’s  tip 
at  Hollingworth. 

It  was  decided  during  September  1965  to  accept  trade  waste  on  the  Council’s 
tip  at  the  rate  of  20/-  per  load  and  an  investigation  be  made  into  the  availability 
of  sites  for  a  new  tip  when  the  present  tip  is  exhausted. 

Between  September  27th,  1965 ,  and  31st  December,  1965,  thirty  one  (31)  loads 
at  20/-  per  load  were  deposited  on  the  Council’s  tip.  An  official  receipt  is 
always  given  for  the  fee  tendered. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  district  is  supplied  in  most  parts  by  the  Rochdale  Corporation  Water  Works 
and  the  number  of  dwellings  connected  to  the  mains  is  3*792. 

Samples  of  water  taken  from  the  above  supply  have  been  from  a  bacteriological 
point  of  view  satisfactory  but  its  appearance  continues  to  leave  much  to  be  desired. 
Continued  discussions  with  the  Water  Works  Engineer  have  resulted  in  mains  flushing 
and  have  brought  some  relief.  The  long  term  solution  however  appears  to  require 
the  carrying  out  of  major  works  by  the  water  undertakers. 

The  appearance  of  the  Corporation  supply  does  not  encourage  the  residents 
supplied  from  private  sources  to  connect  to  public  mains  and  in  the  case  of  the 
Ealees  area  where  they  were  required  compulsorily  to  connect  to  a  mains  supply  the 
appearance  of  the  water  is  rather  embarrassing  for  the  public  tend  to  recall  the 
clear  spring  water  and  forget  its  bacteriological  impurity. 

The  number  of  houses  receiving  untreated  water  from  private  sources  continues 
to  be  a  matter  of  concern.  The  only  practicable  safeguard  in  the  cases  where  mains 
connections  are  impossible  appears  to  be  to  persuade  the  owners  to  provide  pumps 
and  filters  to  treat  the  water. 

In  future  private  water  supply  sampling  attention  will  have  to  be  given  to  the 
chemical  aspect  also  for  it  is  likely  that  Ph  values  will  be  low  and  as  well  as 
pumps  and  filters  to  combat  bacteriological  impurities  the  water  may  well  require 
to  be  passed  through  treatment  tanks  to  avoid  the  accumulation  effects  of  acid 
waters. 

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 


The  Council's  policy  of  encouraging  the  conversion  of  obsolete  closets  to  the 
water  carriage  system  was  continued  during  the  year  and  in  order  to  further  this 
policy,  particularly  where  pail  closets  are  used  in  common,  the  Council  continued 
the  payment  of  grants  up  to  a  maximum  of  £10  for  each  unit  of  accommodation. 

It  would  appear  however  that  the  owners  who  were  anxious  to  convert  have 
already  acted  and  that  the  owners  of  the  remaining  closets  contend  that  the  cost 
of  conversion  is  beyond  their  means. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936*  the  Council  could  require 
the  owners  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work  but  would  only  be  able  to  recover  up  to 
half  the  cost  incurred.  It  would  therefore  be  financially  advantageous  for  the 
owners  of  the  anachronous  closets  to  await  the  Council  taking  formal  action,  for 
half  the  cost  of  conversion  is  usually  a  considerable  sum  in  excess  of  £10. 

An  alternative  would  be  to  view  the  situation  in  the  same  fashion  that  closet 
improvement  is  viewed  under  Standard  Grant  procedure. 

For  Standard  Grant  purposes  closet  conversion  attracts  a  grant  of  up  to  £40 
and  if  the  same  amount  of  grant  was  available  for  conversion  alone  then  probably 
far  more  owners  would  consider  conversion. 

During  1965  four  ^4)  pail  closets  and  two  (2)  waste  water  closets  were  converted 
to  the  fresh  water  carriage  system.  There  remains  a  total  in  excess  of  200  pail 
closets  ani  100  waste  water  closets  to  be  converted. 
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MEAT  AND  FOOL  INSPECTION 


Slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Both  are 
conducted  by  wholesale  butchers  and  result  in  slaughtering  in  excess  of  the  normal 
requirements  of  the  district  and  involve  the  inspection  of  meat  outside  what  are 
normally  regarded  as  office  hours,  and  at  weekends. 

During  the  year  1,395  Bulls,  Bullocks  and  Heifers,  1,308  Cows,  24  Calves, 

6,199  Sheep  and  Lambs  and  803  Pigs  were  killed  and  inspected.  One  pig  was  affected 
with  Tuberculosis  and  the  percentage  of  these  affected  with  other  diseases  or 
conditions  requiring  condemnation  of  some  part  or  organ  were  21. 5 ,  40.9s  nil,  13 • 5 
and  .24  respectively. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  luring  the  year  was  6  tons,  18cwt,  3  quarters, 

26  lbs. 

OTHER  FOODS 


The  consigning  to  Littleborough  of  se\Teral  tons  of  canned  hams  and  pork  loins 
for  reprocessing  caused  a  considerable  amount  of  work  to  the  Department  and  the 
seizure  of  the  consignment  brought  about  the  only  satisfactory  solution  to  the 
problem. 

185  tins  of  Meats,  Fruit  and  Vegetables  weighing  3 >257  lbs.  were  also  condemned 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  were  disposed  of.
